SSHSSAAGSEE 
THE PREFACE. . 


In which Review we have endeavourcd fo obs 
ſerve the like Moderation, ae we find to have 
becn uſed in the like caſe in former times. And 
therefore of the ſunery alterations propoſed unto 
us, we havereſc&ed 2N ſuch ag were either of 
dangerous conſcq rence (as ſecretiy (iriking at 
ſome eſtabliſhed Dorine, or laudi1ble praice 
of the Church of Enzland , or indecd of the 
whole Catholicx Church ot Chriſt) or elſe of no 
conſequence at all, but utterly frivolous and 
vain. BFut ſuch alterations 2s were tendred to us. 
(by vw hat perſons, under what pretence , or to- 
what purpoſe foever ſo tendrced) ay ſeemed to 
us in any degree requiſite or expedient, we 
have willingly, and of our ovin accord 3ſſented 
unto 2 not enforced fo to do by any ſtrength of 
Argument, convincing us of the neceſſity of mz- 
king the ſaid Alterations: For we are fully per- 


ſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it 


to the world) that the Book as it ſtood before 
eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contrin in jt any 
thing contrary to the Word of God, or to ſound 
Do&rine, or which a godly man may not with 
a good Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which 
is not fairly defenſible again any that ſhall op- 
poſe the ſame; if it ſhall! be allowed ſuch Juſt 
and favourable conſtruction as in Common Equi- 
ty onght to be allowed Io all Humane Writings, 
eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and. 
even 10 the very beſt Tranſlations of the holy 
Scripture jt ſelf. 

Our general aim therefore in this undertzklng- 
was, not to gratifie this or that party in any 
their unreaſonable demands; but to do that, 
which to our beſt underſtandings we conceived 
might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace 
and Unity in the Church; the procuring of 
Reverence, 8nd exciting of Piery, ani Devoti- 
on jn the pnhlick Worſhip of God ; and the cur- 
ing off occaſion from them that ſcek occaſion 
of cavil, or quarrel agzinfſt the Liturgy of the 
Church. And as to the ſevera! variations from 
the former Book, whether by Alteration, Addij- 
tion, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this 
genersl account, Thar moſt of the Alterations 
were made, cither firſt, for the better dire8ion 
of them that are to officiate in any part of Dj- 
vine Service ; which is chiefly done in the Ks- 
lendars and Rubricks: Or ſecondly, for the 
more proper exorcſſing of ſome words or 
phraſes of ancient uſage in terms- more ſuitable 
to the language of the preſent times, and the 
clearer explanation of ſome other words and 
ptreſes, that vere either of doubtful Hgnifica- 
tion, or otherwiſe liza'-le to miſconſiru&ion 2 
Or thirdly, for a more perfc& rundring of ſuch 
portions of holy Scripture, as are juſerted into 
the Liturgy; vhich, in the Fpiſiles and Goſ- 
pels cſpecially, and in ſundry other places are 
now ordered to he read according to the laſt. 
Tronſlation : and that it was thought conven» 
enr that ſome Praycro and Thankſgirings firred: 
to ſpecial occaſons , fhou'd be added in their- 
due places z particularly for thoſe at Sex, r6ge- 
ther with an office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are- 
of-riper years ; which, although not ſo nece@iry.

ere v:21 never any thing by the wit of 
man ſo well deviſed, or ſo ſure efis- 


bliſhed, which, in continuance of time, 
hath not been corrupted : Av, among o- 
ther things, it way plainly appear by the Com- 
mon Prayers in the Church, commonly called Dz- 
vine Service, The firſt original. and ground 
whereof if a man would ſearch out. by the [nci- 
ent Fathers, he ſhall find, that the ſame was tor 
ordained but of a.gogd purpoſe, and for a'great 
advancement of godlineſs. For they ſo ordered 
the matter, that all the whole Bible, (or the 
greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once 
every year; intending thereby, that the Cergy, 
and eſpecially ſuck as were Miniſters in the Con. 
'Eregation, ſhould (by often reading, and megi- 
ration in Gods word) be ſtirred up to godlineſs 
themſelves, and be more able to exhort cthers 
by wholeſome Do&cine, and to cotfute them 
that were adverſaries to the Truth z and fucther, 
t bar, the people (by, daily hearing of holy Scri- 
.Pture read in the Church) wight. continually 
profit more and more. in the, knowledge of God, 
and be the more inflamed with the love cf his 
rue Religion, | 
But theſe many years Taſſed, this godly and de- 
cent Order of the ancient Fath.rs hath been ſo 
altered, broken, and negle&ed, by planting in 
uacertain Stories, and Legends, with multitudes 
of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Com- 
memorations and Synodals; that commonly when 
any Book of the Bible was begun, after three or 
four Chaprers were read our, all the reſt were 
unread. And in this ſort the Book. of . Iſa}ah 
vas begun. in Advent, and the Book. of Geneſis 
in Septuageſima z but they _ were onely begun, 
and never read through : After like ſort were 
other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And more- 
over, whereas St, Paxl viould have ſuch lan- 
guage ſpoken tothe people in the Church , as 
they mighy underſtand and bave profit by hear- 
Ing the ſame; The Service in this Charch of 
Engl :rd theſe many years, hath been read in 
.Lztine to the people, which they underſtand nor ; 
- ſo-thar; they tave heard with, their ears onely, 
.and their hearr, ſpirit and wind have uot been 
3 edified thereby, And furthermore, notzjth(iand- 
Ing :har the ancient Fathers have divided. the 
. Pſal mg into ſeven portions, whereof cvery one 
was called a Not : Now of late time, a few 
of them have vecn daily ſaid, 3nd the reſt utter- 
ly omitted: Moreover, the number and hardneſs 
of the Rul-s cxlicd the Pje, and the manifold 
ch:nrings of the Service, was the cauſe, that to 
turn the Book only was ſo hard and iniricare .a 
watter, that many times there was more buſi» 


neſs to find out what ſhould be read, then t 
read it when It was found our, . 
Thefe inconveniences therefore conſlered, here 
ts ſex forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſarne hall 
be redreſſcd, And tor a r:xdinels in this matter, 
here is drawn out 2 Kalendar for thar purpoſe, 
whic is plain and eafie to be nnderſiood xg. 
wherein (ſo much 2s may be) the reading of uy t 
Scripture is fo ſet forth, that all things ſhall- be 
done in order, without breating one plece from 
another, For thie cauſe be cut off Antherns,'Re> . 
ſponds, Invicatories, and fuch like things 23 did 
break the continual courſe of the readin 
the Scripture. 
Yer, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of 
neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules ; therefore. 
certain Rules are here ſet forth; which, ax they 
are few In number, ſo they are plain and eaſie rs 
be underſtood. So that here you have 3n Orde 
for Prayer, and for the texding of rhe holy Scri- 
prurc, much agreeable to the mind andpurnoſe 
of the old Fathere, and a great deal more pro» . 
fi-able and commolious, theri that vhich 
late ,was uſed. Ir is mote proficable , becau 
here are lefr out many thinge, wheredf ſome ar 
untrue, ſome uncertain, forme vain and fuþperſli 
tious ; and nothing is ordained to be read, bur 
the very -pure Word of God, the holy Scri- 
Ptures, Of that which is agreeable to the ſame z 
and that in ſuch a language and order, as is tnotk 
caſie and plain for the underſtanding both 'of 
the readers and hearers.

AA/ ferems it is ordained in this Office for the Adminiftration of the Lords Supper, 


that the Communicaats ſhould receive the ſame Kneeling 3 (which Order is well 


meant, for a fignification of our humble and grateful acknowledgment of the benefits of 
Chrift therein given to all worthy Receivers, and for the avoiding of ſuch profanation 
and diſorder in the holy Communion, as might otherwiſe enſue ) Yet, left the ſame 
Kneeling ſhould by any perſons, either out of ignorance and infirmity, or out of 
-malice and obftinacy, be miſconſtraed and depraved ; It is here declared, that thereby 
mo Adoration is intended, or ought to be done, either unto the Sacramenral bread and 
wine, there bodily received, or unto any Corporal Preſence of Chrifts Natural Fleſh, 
and Bloud. For the Sacramental bread and wine remain ftill in their very natural ſub- 
Kances, and therefore may not be adored, (for that were Idolatry, to be abhorred of 
all fairhful Chriftians ) And the Natural Body and Bloud of our Saviour Chritt are in 
heaven, and not here 3 it being again the truth of Chriſts Natural Body,to be at one 
time in more places then one,

JT And note, That there ſha! be for every male child to be Baptized, two God fathers 
and one Godmother © and for every female, one Godfather and two God mothers. 

J When there are children to be baptized, the Parents ſhaf give knowledge thereof over 
2ight. or in the morning before the _ of Morning Prayer, to the Curate, And then 
the Godfathers and Godmothers, and the people, with the children, muſt be ready at the Font,
